Registration 


Effective May 31, 1978 ad- 
vanced registration for short 
courses, seminars and work- 
shops at Enterprise State Jun- 
ior College will be required 
according to Mrs. Mary Bauer, 
director Continuing Education. 

“Registrations will be 
accepted in person or by mail 
until one week prior to the 
first class meeting,” Mrs. 
Bauer said. ‘‘All courses re- 
quire a minimum number of 
students and some have a max- 
imum enrollment. Therefore, 
it is important to register early 
to obtain a place in the class 
and to prevent a course from 
being cancelled in the belief 
that there is little public in- 
terest.”’ She added. 

Registration is required for 
all classes whether there is 
a charge or not, and courses 
with insufficient enrollment will 
be cancelled one week before 
the classes are scheduled to 
begin. If a class is cancelled, 
persons registered will be not- 
ified by phone or in writing 
and full refunds of fees will 
be mailed. 

“If space is available at
